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Regional DNR, DMA chiefs 
examine fire controls 


Regional heads of the Departments 
of Natural Resources (DNR) and 
Military Affairs (DMA) met last week 
to review fire control measures 
employed during the mid-June fires 
on Camp Grayling’s range impact 
areas. 

The following information is 
provided, according to Camp 
Grayling’s commander, Lieutenant 
Colonel Wayne Koppa, both to answer 
cilizen concems, and to clarify issues 
related to the fires of June 14-17 within 
the fenced-off range arcas of Camp 
Grayling. 


“DNR and DMA have worked. 


extensively over the last few years on 
firc prevention and control measures, 
io include annual fire prevention 
mectings, mutual aid agreements, and 
actions to be taken incare of fire,” said 
Koppa. | 

Fire control measures were put into 
place over successive years of 
interdepartmental coordination: These. 
measures haveagain been reviewed at 
the local level and were found to be 


training devices were banned by Camp 
Grayling in late May, weeks before 
the fire. » 

Lt. Col. Koppa further explained 
methods that have improved in the last 
few years: 

-improvementof cleared fire breaks: 
Over fifteen miles of firebreak have 
been built and maintained around the 
fenced artillery area, 

*Allocation of firefighting 


equipment and resources: 
Grayling has a full-time fire 


departmentduringthesummertraining | 


months. The department was 
expanded to four crews during the 
June encampment period. 
Prescribed burning: ‘The practice 
of annually preburning those areas 
likely to catch fire later in the season, 
namely the artillery range impactarea. 
This eliminates the fuel source and 
fire risk during peak danger times. 
Both departments have reviewed 
the circumstances of the June 1992 
fires. Their findings were that the 
fires did not endanger homes or 
personal property while confined to 
the range. They were found to be well 
within the control measures in place 
through previous coordination 
between the two departments.
